16-19. Mr. Mackey competed at Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology on 
Sunday, July 19. 

He took gold in the air rifle, off- 
hand match, and had a fifth-place fin- 
ish in the 22-caliber, small bore, 
three-position match. 

The challenge in the air rifle con- 
test was to take 40 shots at a target 
from a standing position 33 feet 
away. Each shot has a maximum pos- 
sible of 10 points, for a possible per- 
fect score of 400 points. Mr. Mackey 
scored 307 to take gold in the Junior 
Olympic competition. 

For the small bore rifle competi- 
tion, he shot 60 times, in prone, 
standing and kneeling positions from 
50 feet, and scored 464 out of a possi- 
ble 600 for the fifth-place finish. 

Mr. Mackey has his own Winch- 
ester 52, 22-caliber, single-shot, bolt- 
action rifle with micrometer peep 
sights, which he said is “pretty old.” 

“The heavier the gun is, the sta- 
bler you're going to be,” said Mr. 
Mackey, whose rifle weighs 12 
pounds. “I can get the wobble to stop 
for about two seconds. You've got to 
get your breathing and your trigger 
control down. If you get those all 
together, and your breathing where 
you can stop it, you can put the bullet 
right in the center all the time.” 

He borrowed a gun for the air rifle 
competition. The air rifle uses com- 
pressed air to shoot a pellet. 

“It’s a lot more challenging than 
the 22,” Mr. Mackey said, “because if 
you're just a little off, you’re way off. 
It's just much more difficult.” 

He has a shooting jacket that looks 
like a heavy duty black straight jack- 
et with adjustable straps to restrict

His twin 
brothers, Stephen and Allen, 13, 
shoot “a little bit,” but are not into it 
the way he is, Mr. Mackey said. 

His father hunted a little bit when 
he was young, for elk out west with a 
rifle and for pheasant around here 
with a shotgun, and the younger 
Mackey was always interested in the 
guns.

He has also hunted for deer, 
although he’s never even shot at one, 
and he’s shot one pheasant with a 
shotgun. But he’s more into the com- 
petition of target shooting. While his 
father is not a believer in the Nation- 
al Rifle Association, the younger 
Mackey is a member. 

Last year, someone from the Read- 
ing club came to the Andover Sports- 
man’s Club and asked if anyone was 
interested in shooting competition. 
Mr. Mackey jumped at the chance. 
He qualified for the games by scoring 
well in a 50-yard, three-position 
match at the Reading Revolver Club. 

“T qualified by shooting one of the 
top 10 scores,” he said. 

With the Bay State Games behind 
him, Mr. Mackey is looking to move 
on in the sport. One of his goals is to 
attend a shooting camp at the 
National Guard Armory in Reading 
in August, which could qualify him 
to attend the Olympic training center 
in Colorado Springs. 

“My goal is to go to the Olympic 
training center. Hopefully, we'd like 


to make it to the Olympics one of 


these days,” Mr. Mackey said. 

He has one more year he can com- 
pete in the Bay State Games as a 
Junior Olympian, then he will com- 
pete as an adult. Mr. Mackey figures 
he may have a shot at the Summer 
Olympics by the year 2000.

Selectmen Monday night continued 
to work on their vision and mission 
statement intended to guide the town 
into the 21st century, sifting through 
input they gathered from the “mini 
town meetings” held earlier this year 
for direction.

Those com 
ments, and other input from residents, 
will be the driving forces in forming 
the vision statement, according to Dr. 
Larsen.

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Car phones helping fight crime 


By Don Staruk 

Car telephones have become a 
new weapon for police and other 
public safety officials in fighting 
crime and responding faster to fire 
and accident scenes, and their use is 
increasing, 

In June, the state police switch 
board in Boston that handles car 
phone calls from across the state, 
received 14,091 calls. That compares 
to 9,288 last June and 7,778 in June of 
1990. There are similar inereases in 
the number of calls for every month 
of the year, according to Set. Edward 
Desmond, desk officer in the state 
police communications center. 

“Tm looking at these numbers and 
we don’t have a minus in any of the 
numbers,” Set. Desmond said, 

The most famous case so far that 
involved the use of a car phone was 
the Charles Stuart call to state police 
in Boston claiming that he and his 
wife, Carol, had been shot in the 
city’s Mission Hill section. His wife 
died and Mr, Stuart later allegedly 
jumped to his death from the Mystic 
Tobin Bridge after he supposedly 
learned that charges were going to be 
brought against him for murdering 
his wife. 

Mr. Stuart dialed 911 on his car 
phone, which rang into the state 
police switchboard, 

Motorists outside Boston can dial 
“* 77” to get the switchboard. The 
call is free of charge. 

Some calls have been from people 
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having heart attacks and one report: 
ed an armed robbery in progress. 
One was a call from a man in Boston 
saying that someone was trying to 
kill him. Three weeks later someone 
succeeded and he was found dead. 

“We have had live instances 
where you could hear the gunshots 
over the phone,” the sergeant said. 

But all calls are not so dramatic. 
Most are to report drunk drivers, 
accidents or medical emergencies. 

“Mostly it’s a lot of operating 
unders, we have a lot of those,” Set, 
Desmond said. 

Two weeks ago, Andover police 
arrested a man and charged him 
with operating under the influence of 
liquor and leaving the scene of an 
accident after they received a call 
from a car phone. The suspect had 
allegedly been involved in a hit-and 
run accident on Dascomb Road and 
the other motorist followed the sus 
pect to his residence and called the 
location in to police. 

Sut police here say it is hard to 
tell how many calls they get from car 
phones. The only way they can tell is 
if the caller says he or she is calling 
from a car phone. 

But Lt. Richard Enos doesn’t 
doubt the car phones help, 

“These people reporting accidents 
and injuries are a big help because 
you're getting a quicker response 
It’s a benefit to everybody,” he said. 

Calls in Andover include a lot of 
suspicious activities, drunk drivers

and other traffic violators, any of 


which could be from car phones. 

“The majority of it is things that 
are along the roads,” said Lt. Phillip 
Froburg, operations commander. “It 
certainly, if nothing else, has made it 
a heck of a lot easier for people to 
report things.” 

Calls reporting accidents keep the 
five cellular lines and two dispatch: 
ers at the state police switchboard 
very busy. 

“When an accident happens, the 
thing lights up like a Christmas 
tree,” Sgt. Desmond said. 

A multi-car accident on the 


expressway will light up the switch 
board and keep it lit, he said. The 
calls allow police to respond faster. 


But Sgt. Desmond does have one 
or two complaints for motorists. “‘] 
wish they'd be a little more accu 
rate,” he said. “We get 20 to 30 people 
calling in on the same vehicle when 
it doesn’t turn out to be anything at 
all.” 

When people call in a disabled car, 
they should report if someone is in 
the car. With accidents, a specific 
location and whether injuries are 
involved is important information. 

Other people tend to get over zeal 
ous and follow traffic offenders, he 
said. Then they call police back and 
complain that they aren't responding 
quick enough. Police would prefer 
callers don’t chase suspect vehicles, 
the sergeant said.

Doc 
tors believe that mammography done 
in conjunction with breast physical 
examinations provides the most accu 
rate diagnosis of early breast cancer. 
The American College of Radiology, 
American Cancer Society, American 
Medical Association and nine other 
major medical organizations recom 
mend the following guidelines for wom 
en without symptoms.

10 and consist of annual clinical exami 
nation with screening mammography 
performed at one- to two-year intervals.

His son’s illness made this 
man change professions 


Temna’s Herb Pharm 
offers herbs, natural 
healing remedies 


By Neil Fater 

When he was about 3 years old, 
David McMillan’s eldest son was 
struck ill with pneumonia. It was an 
event that changed his father’s job, 
his outlook, and his very life. 

“They butchered him, literally 
butchered him,”David McMillan 
says today. “They treated him like a 
slab of meat.” 

Relying on the father’s description 
of his child’s behavior, the doctors 
misdiagnosed the illness, and then 
ultimately injected the child with 
what Mr. MeMillan said was four 
times an adult dosage. Though his 
son reacted negatively to the first 
injection, said Mr. McMillan, 
because the doctors didii't have the 
time to step back and watch what 
was happening, they injected him 
again, 

He watched as his son’s back 
arched in feverish pain. 

“He was pulverized,” said Mr. 
McMillan, who felt he might have 
better served his son if he had simply 
put a towel on the child’s forehead to 
bring down the temperature. 

It wasn't until the boy was taken 
to Boston’s Children’s Hospital that 


his pneumonia was correctly diag- 
nosed. 

In some ways Mr. McMillan 
blamed himself for what had hap- 
pened. Though he was a Northeast- 
ern graduate with a bachelor of sci- 
ence degree in accounting and a 
minor in business law, he believed it 
was his lack of knowledge that put 
his son in that situation. 

“T made a vow that I would never 
be that ignorant again,” he said. 

Since his CPA certificate could not 
guarantee his son's health, Mr. 
McMillan decided to return to school. 
So after 20 years of analyzing num- 
bers in the accounting field, he “went 
to the microscope” to study herbs 
and nutrition at Dr. Christopher's 
School of Natural Healing, the only 
one of its kinds in mid-’70s America. 

In so doing, Mr. McMillan 
embraced something from which he 
had earlier turned away. 

Today, Mr. McMillan is the owner 
of Temna’s Herb Pharm Inc., an 
herbal remedy store named after his 
daughter, Temna. Although the store 
currently has a “skeleton-type set-up, 
with supplies en route,” Mr. MeMil- 
lan said, “we are officially open. 

“T wanted to get a hot air balloon 
in the center of town, but the town is 
too bureaucratic,” he said. “That 
would have been a real eyecatcher.” 

Temna’s Herb Pharm opened on

much vitamin C as 12 dozen commercial 
oranges.” Commercial oranges have been 
sprayed with pesticides and may sit on load- 
ing docks or in the store for a long time, 
according to Mr. McMillan. 

+ Aromatic herbs — Can affect moods and 
stimulate the stomach’s gastric juices, thus 
affecting digestion. 

* Tei fu— “A soothing muscle relaxant.” 

+ Seaweed — “Like kelp and other things, it 
is loaded with iodine. If you get good, clean 
kelp, it’s a good body builder. Iodine is a sub- 
stance which helps to detox a body.” 


- Astragalus — Increases the amount of 
“friendly flora” in the system, “You should 
have about 26 pounds in your gut area,” he 
said. Alcohol and penicillin kill it. A yeast 
infection, according to Mr. McMillan, is a 
body’s way of saying when the amount of E 
coli in one’s system has risen greatly in com- 
parison to the level of friendly flora. Every- 
one who has had cancer, according to 
Andover’s new herbalist, has previously had 
a yeast infection. 


As for herbal teas, he simply asks, “Do 
you have a couple of days?”

Hospital art contest produces local winners

Suzanne Callanen’s vision of the X 
ray room is of a smiling technician 
explaining the procedure to a patient. 
The patient is draped in a lead vest at 
the opposite end of a table. She is smil 
Ing too, 

Next to it is Li Chun Yeh’s render 
ing of a hospital, where another smil 
ing, pony-tailed young woman is leav 
ing her car in the bright magic-marker 
sunshine. 

The two Andover second-graders 
were winners of an art contest spon 
sored by Winchester Hospital. Their 
pictures — along with those of other sec 
ond-graders from schools in Andover, 
Wilmington and North Reading — will 
be part of a school calendar that will be 
distributed to households in the three 
towns later this summer. 

The idea was to give kids a blank 
piece of paper and let them draw their 
impressions of doctors, hospitals and 
health care, explained Jennifer White, 
a hospital spokeswoman. You'd think 
the red crayons would get the most use, 
and that nightmarishly long hypoder 
mic needles would be a common motif. 

Not so. Most of the hospital’s 862 
entries are like Suzanne’s and Li’s: 
Bright, cheery, optimistic, with shin 
ing suns and smiling faces. This art is 
bloodless. There are no messy opera 
tions, no sutures and very few of what 
children dread with every trip to the 
doctor's — shots. Only a couple depict 
patients in pain, and usually with a 
positive outcome, One stick-figure 
nurse says in a voice bubble: “She in 
labor.” (The artist's mother recently 
had a baby.) 

The closest to urgency the viewer 
will find in these pictures is the child’s 
fascination with ambulances, bright 
white and whirring down sunny 
streets. They often aren't much bigger 
than the happy people standing next to 
them. 

Dr. Michael Zaslow, chief of pul 
monary medicine at Winchester Hospi- 
tal, says art addresses personal issues 
“that medicine and surgery cannot 
touch, 

“It breaks down some of the sterility 
of being a hospital patient: Now we're 
in the hospital; now we wear white, 
and people poke you with needles,” 
said Dr. Zaslow, who recommended the 
hospital’s current artist in residence 
program.

Artist Gina Halpern, founder and 
director of Healing Through Arts Inc., 
is conducting a program at Win- 
chester Hospital in which she is creat- 
ing art for and with patients, their 
families and the staff and exploring 
the role of art in the healing process. 

“Our primary concern is how the 
arts can enhance the quality of life for 
all individuals and particularly those 
dealing with illness,” Ms. Halpern 
said, discussing the focus of her 3,000- 
member organization, founded in 
1984. It includes patients, their fami 
lies and health-care providers as well. 

“We believe that there is healing 
potential inherent in creative expres 
sion,” she said. She works with 
patients in a variety of ways to elicit 
their creative expression. 

For example, Ms. Halpern spent 
several days this spring at Winchester 
Hospital creating drawings for the 
hospital’s new pulmonary rehabilita- 
tion center. 

She worked in the lobby — a “public 
studio” and patients, their families 
and hospital staff were invited to 
watch or create their own drawings. 

“I generally work in two ways,” she 
explained. “I will encourage people to 
do their drawings or they can describe 
images to me and I will put them on 
paper, then leave the art for the 
patients. It’s a wonderful way to get 
people to talk about their feelings and 
what’s on their minds,” she added. 
She also taught meditation and cre-

ative visualization at the hospital this 
spring and gave a presentation on 
using creativity for stress manage- 
ment. 

“We want to make hospitals more 
positive spaces for patients and the 
staff,” Ms. Halpern said of her organi- 
zation’s efforts. “Winchester is proac- 
tively trying to do this, and I think it's 
great when a hospital creates a rela- 
tionship with an artist just for this 
purpose,” 

Dr. Michael Zaslow, chief of pul- 
monary medicine, was responsible for 
bringing Ms. Halpern to the attention 
of the hospital administration. 

“T believe that this is truly a cut- 
ting-edge project that offers something 
quite special for everyone involved,” 
he said. “Dealing with illness is as 
much a spiritual challenge as a physi- 
cal one, and this program is designed 
to support and nourish the part of 
each of us that medicine and surgery 
cannot touch,” 

Ms. Halpern spent two weeks earli- 
er this month at a potter’s wheel in 
the hospital lobby, creating a piece of 
sculpture for the hospital. 

According to Anne DiSarcina, clini- 
cal nurse counselor who assisted Ms. 
Halpern in setting up the “public stu- 
dio” in the hospital's lobby, “Helping 
to center a person through poetry, pot- 
tery or prayer creates an awareness 
for the individual to expand the life of 
their minds, and in so doing, nourish- 
es the life of their bodies.”

Educators, friends, and student 
participants of Math and Science for 
Minority Students, or (MS), joined 
to celebrate the Phillips Academy 
program’s 15th anniversary July 14. 
Guests also included (MS)2 alumni, 
alumnae, and program funders. 
Keynote speaker was Theodore Sizer, 
a Brown University professor of edu- 
cation and chairman of the Coalition 
of Essential Schools, a national orga- 
nization he founded eight years ago 
to promote school reforms. 

While serving from 1972-1981 as 
headmaster of Phillips Academy, Dr. 


Sizer stressed the importance of 


establishing a complementary rela- 
tionship between public and private 
schools and championed the notion 
that students should be able to go to 
more than one school at a time. He 
was responsible for spurring the 
academy onward in an effort to 
establish part-time, on-campus pro 
grams. These programs would pro- 
vide educational opportunities for 
public high school students in fields 
in which Andover was particularly 
strong. (MS)* was created during his 
tenure and the concept of public/pri- 
vate school collaborations has been 
strengthened and expanded under 
the leadership of current headmas- 
ter, Donald W. McNemar. 

Not a remedial program, (MS)* 
initiated in 1977 with a $25,000 grant 
from the Hearst Foundation and sup: 
port from Phillips Academy — pre- 
pares talented young African-Ameri 
can, Native American and Hispanic 
students to enter college and careers 
in medicine, engineering and other 
technological fields. The program 
was established because of the 
undersupply of individuals from 
these groups pursuing studies and 
careers in math- and science-related 
fields, 

During comments at the anniver 
sary celebration, Dr. Sizer lamented 
what he termed “the unhappy reali:

Five videos, ranging from 
seven to 42 minutes in length, are 
also available for an ‘armchair look” 
at local history every Monday 
through Friday from 1 to 3 p.m. and 
Wednesdays from 5 to 8:30 p.m. 

The subjects include four tours: 
the Amos Blanchard House Museum;

graves is the most important aspect of 


a cemetery worker's job, and the very 
reason the job exists, more of their 
time is spent landscaping, according to 
Mr. Bamford. 

“They spend more time mowing and 
trimming than with anything else,” 
Mr. Bamford said, 

Hach funeral takes half a day, but it 
takes three men a full week to mow the 
entire cemetery. 

Dan Verrington, of Bradford, has 
been supervisor at Spring Grove for 
five years, He has an associates degree 
in horticulture from Essex Agricultur 
al Institute in Danvers. His three-man 
crew, which does all the cutting and 
trimming as well as the burying at 
Spring Grove, includes Hank New- 
comb, born and raised in Ballardvale 
but living in Tewksbury, and Mark 
White and Peter Nowell, both of 
Andover. 

Mr. Newcomb, 55, has been working 
for the town for 80 years, the last 10 at 
the cemetery, and will retire in five 
weeks, on Sept. 5, his birthday, the 
same day he started 30 years ago. Mr. 
Newcomb operates the front-end loader 
and backhoe and said he has buried 
“quite a few” of the town’s residents 
over the years. 

The business of burial 

When the cemetery receives a 
request for a burial, the workers first 
verify the location of the plot, then 
probe for the locations of nearby vaults 
or caskets so they can get the new one 
side by side with the old. 

The vault is a cement box in the 
ground into which the casket is placed. 
The cement box is required in many 
cemeteries, including Spring Grove, 
but not in some Jewish cemeteries or 
some older cemeteries. 

Probing is done by poking a steel 
rod down into the ground until it 
strikes the top of the other vault or 
vaults. The worker then probes to find 
the edge of the vault, and that is where 
the digging for the new grave begins. 

One time a family got upset, Mr. 
Bamford says, because they happened 
to be at the cemetery and witnessed the 
probing. Some people are funny like 
that, Mr. Bamford said. 

The workers use what looks like a 
large carpenter’s square to mark out 
the edges of the grave, and a lawn 
edger to cut the sod before they bring 
in the backhoe to actually scoop out the 
dirt. Plywood is laid down along the 
edges of the grave to assure a smooth 
straight cut. 

Although a grave is generally

believed to be six feet, most are actual- 
ly only about 5 and a half feet because 
the Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration doesn’t allow workers 
to work in a hole that’s over their head 
without shoring it up. A single plot is 3 
feet wide by 10 feet long, but the hole is 
only 8 feet long. 

The digging in Spring Grove can be 
very difficult, and workers have had to 
hire outside crews to drill and blast 
rock. Other areas have a lot of drainage 
problems and pumps have to be placed 
in holes to keep them clear. 

Once the hole is dug all the dirt is 
taken away so the area will be clean for 
the funeral service, 

Placement of the vault 

The next step is for the burial vault 
to be set in the hole 

A vault is a precast cement box that 
keeps the ground from settling or col 
lapsing around the casket. 

Simple vaults are 1-inch or 1-1/2 
inch concrete, Others are more elabo- 
rate and thicker, with plastic liners 
and lids that seal. 

“Some of them get real carried 
away. Some of them have copper cov- 
ers, or stainless steel,” Mr. Verrington 
said. 

Once the vault is in place, indoor- 
outdoor carpeting and coco mats are 
laid on the grass around the grave to 
make everything clean and neat. A 
frame, with straps for lowering the eas 
ket into the ground, is laid over the 
hole in preparation for the funeral. 

After the funeral, the casket is low 
ered into the ground using a gear-driy 
en strap mechanism that keeps the cas 
ket level. The straps are then removed 
and used again to lower the lid of the 
vault into place. 

Workers pack sand and gravel 
around the vault to keep it from set- 
tling, and finally dirt is placed on top. 
Only about 18 inches of earth covers 
the top of the grave. 

The head stone is appropriately 
named as it is placed at the head of the 
casket, and not on top or at the foot of 
it. 

“IT had a disinterment once and | 
found out it’s not a good idea to put 
them under the stone,” Mr, Verrington 
said. 

Foot markers, on the other hand, are 
placed at the bottom of the grave. Vet- 
erans get government foot markers, 
either bronze or granite, for free, in 
addition to whatever marker they 
choose. 

Serious business 

Mr. Bamford was concerned that an 
article on Spring Grove not poke fun at 
grave digging or treat too lightly the 
burial process. 

“People are funny about cemeter- 
ies,’ Mr. Bamford said. 

He pointed out that whenever the 
subject of cemeteries comes up at a 
meeting, such as it has at zoning, plan- 
ning and selectmen meetings several 
times over the past year, people always 
make jokes, 

It always remind him of when his

“T think it’s just a natural reaction 
that people have, It’s a nervousness, 
They know that some day that’s where 
they're going,” Mr. Bamford said.

Room for many more 

Only about 25 of Spring Grove’s 45 
acres have been cleared for burials so 
far. There are about 6,000 graves there 
now. At an average of about 75 graves 
and 25-30 ash burials per year, there is 
enough room left to last well into the 
next century, according to Mr. Ver- 
rington. 

“At least another 100 years or so,” 
the supervisor said. 

Mr. Bamford said that future 
depends on society, and that a trend 
toward more cremations could make 
the space left last much longer, 

But not just anybody can be buried 
at Spring Grove. 

“You have to be a resident of 
Andover to purchase” a plot, Mr. Ver 
rington said. 

That's because the cemetery costs 
are subsidized by Andover taxpayers. 
The cemetery operates on a budget for 
supplies, payroll and utilities, but the 
appropriation at town meeting is sup- 
plemented with interest earned from 
the cemetery’s perpetual care fund, 
which is handled by the town treasur 
er, 

Residents who buy a plot, but then 
move out of town, can still be buried in 
Spring Grove, Residents can also resell 
their plot to non-residents. 

Costs of being buried 

An average burial costs about $5,000 
these days, but it can be done for a lit- 
tle bit less or for a great deal more, 
depending on the wishes of the family. 

A full-size grave plot at Spring 
Grove sells for $360. An ash plot, which 
is about one-third the size of a regular 
grave, costs $120. Interment for a full 
size casket in May went up $50, to $400. 
Interment for ashes is $150. At West 
Parish, it’s $800 for a plot, $650 for 
interment and $300 for burial of ashes. 

Funeral home services cost about 
$2,300, according to Gary Burke, of the 
M. A. Burke Funeral. Home on North 
Main Street. Caskets cost an additional 
$500 to $6,000, with the average spent 
being $1,200 to $1,500. 

Burial vaults start at $250 for a sim- 
ple, unsealed box, and.go up to about 
$650-$700 for sealed vaults. More exotic 
ones can go as high as $1,700, according 
to Mr. Burke. 

Headstones start at $250 and go up to 
$20,000 or more. Foot markers start at 
$225 and can go to about $900, depend- 
ing on the granite and other variables.

Spring Grove is the only town-run

A good friend called recently to 
say she was in trouble. She’d had a

She first heard she had a lump the 
size of a 50-cent piece. She hadn't felt 
it; it was discovered in a routine 
mammogram, 

A lump in one's breast is enough 
to scare someone into submission, 
Just tell me what to do and I'll 
behave. That’s the understandable 
reaction, And it was the first reac- 
tion of my friend. 

But not for long. She was not treat- 
ed well by the assistant of the first 
doctor, with whom she'd had the 
mammogram. That was when she 
called me. She knew it didn’t feel 


right to be working with a doctor 
who made her feel like she should sit 
up and behave and not ask questions. 

But she felt she must be in a hurry 
and she ought to “behave.” We come 
from the era when you didn’t ques- 
tion doctors. My experience today is 
that a good doctor welcomes his or 
her patient's questions. A weil- 
informed patient is a good patient, is 
what we hope the doctor believes. 

Instinct and support from friends 
made my friend decide to go for a sec- 
ond opinion so she phoned the first 
doctor and said she was going to seek 
a second opinion and she’d need her 
X-rays and the report of what his 
office thought of her condition. 

When she went to pick up what 
was rightfully hers, the office treated 
her badly. They were cold and curt 
and acted as if it was a big problem to 
turn over her records. Personnel 
there let her know it was not cool to 
go against this office and what was 
her problem anyway. 

Off to the second doctor my friend 
went, one she sort of picked out of a 
phone book. This office visit was 
worse than the first. This doctor 
already was talking about a radical 
mastectomy when he hadn’t even 
done a biopsy. So my friend was even 
more confused now. 


“T wish I had stuck with the first 
doctor. It would all be over by now,” 
is what she told me after that 
appointment. 

With encouragement, she called a 
third doctor, this one recommended 
by a friend who had gone through 
breast cancer with a doctor she liked, 
trusted and felt well treated by. As I 
write this, she is at that appointment. 
That doctor at least gave her some 
hints about the treatment she’d 
received from the first two. “Oh, we 
don’t do it that way,” his administra- 
tor told her by phone, when she 
explained how the previous two doc- 
tors planned to treat her. “First, we'll 
meet you, take mammograms again, 
and talk about your options.” And 
that doctor said he does biopsies 
before making any other decisions 
about treatment. 

Options. This office let my friend 
know there are options. Yes, she is in 
a hurry, but not so much of a hurry 
that she and a medical team can’t 
think, take it one step at a time, and 
discuss her options. The catch with 
the third doctor is he is not on her 
medical-insurance plan. So you see, 
there’s another decision to make.

Losing weight and gaining weight 
have been part of Leslie Kalafarski’s 
life for as long as she can remember.

had bone grafts. Ms. Nicosia, of Health 
and Diet, contacted Mrs. Kalafarski’s 
doctor for an evaluation of the pro- 
posed diet and to receive current infor- 
mation on Mrs. Kalafarski’s general 
health, 

“I was focused on keeping the pro- 
gram going,” said Mrs. Kalafarski, 
“I’m going to keep this weight off. I 
have seven more pounds to meet my 
goal,” 

The Health and Diet program was 
designed by Gina Nath, a registered 
,nurse, and Mary Lake, a registered 
dietitian. The focus is on teaching peo- 
ple how to eat and to incorporate exer- 
cise into daily living. Ms. Nicosia has a 
degree in dietetics from Rivier College, 
Nashua, N. H., and a master’s degree in 
nutrition from Boston University. She 
is certified by the American Aerobic 
and Fitness Association of America to 
teach aerobics.

Ms. Nicosia has given lectures and 
seminars addressing prevention before 
eating problems arise. She has spoken 
to the Franklin and Atkinson School

children and to local non-profit groups, 
such as the North Andover Lions Club, 
and to the YMCA classes and AT&T 
employees. 

“Outside influences can make it 
very difficult to loose weight and 
change habits,” said Ms. Nicosia. “The 
quantity of food and portion size is 
important. Hunger level or eating out 
of habit, unconscious eating, needs to 
be evaluated for healthy diets.” 

Peter Kalafarski does all the grocery 
shopping and cooking for the family. 
They have two children — Adam, 11, a 
student at the Atkinson School, and 
Emily, 9, a student at the Thompson 
School. The diet program has affected 
the whole family, 

“Peter drinks only skim milk now 
and uses Pam, a vegetable oil spray, 
and cuts down on oil in cooking for all 
of us,” said Mrs. Kalafarski, “He came 
with me to Health and Diet to learn 
about food preparation and serving 
sizes. He learned to cook in college and 
always liked to cook more than I do.” 

Mr. Kalafarski liked Ms. Nicosia’s 
approach to his wife’s weight loss pro- 
gram. He is pleased to see how his fam- 
ily has learned to make positive deci 
sions about eating. They have learned 
that nothing is bad in moderation. 

“We serve the vegetables first before 
the meal at dinner time,” said Mr. 
Kalafarski. “The children have fruit 
every morning. If this becomes their 
habit, it will be good. A cookie is a treat 
and not always on the shelf.” 

Ms. Nicosia encourages eating 
healthy, maintaining a reasonable 
weight level and feeling good about it, 
She wants her clients to think about 
what they are doing when they eat and 
wants them to develop a diet they can 
live with. Mrs. Kalafarski has had a 
gradual weight loss of one or two 
pounds each week. She is continuing to 
lose weight slowly and is thinking 
about what she eats. Learning about 
food is learning about food values and 
how to balance a daily diet. 


“T needed someone who made me 
feel I was doing the right thing nutri- 
tionally, ” said Mrs. Kalafarski. “I nev- 
er liked those before and after pictures 
at diet centers, but I liked Mary Ann's 
positive emphasis on education. | 
wanted someone who was qualified in 
the nutrition field, because some diet 
programs are set up by people who 
don’t have any nutrition background. 
People should be careful when they 
decide to diet.

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‘It’s the end of an era’ 
as Haverhill breaks Andover 
Major All-Star’s stranglehold

TEWKSBURY One bad inning 
and a hard-throwing Haverhill 
righthander named Alex Hakesley 
combined to break Andover Little 
League's stranglehold on the Major 
11-12 year old Division of the District 
14 All-Star Tournament last week 
end. 

“It's the end of an era,” lamented 
former league president Bill Novel 
line. 

Andover teams had won the divi 
sion six straight years, the Nationals 
from 1986-88 and the Americans from 
1989-91. The six championship teams 
had posted a 29-2 won-lost record 
over that stretch, and the 1988 
Nationals added Bi-District, State 
and Regional titles en route to the 
World Series in Williamsport, Pa. 
where they finished as the sixth best 
Little League team on the planet. 

This year the three-time defend- 
ing champion Americans tried to do 
it the hard way, falling into the los 
er’s bracket right away and then 
making a long, arduous seven-game 
climb out of obscurity and into the 
final round with undefeated Haver 
hill. 

The last of the seven victories 
was a gem, as Matt Mahoney fired a 
three-hit shutout and struck out 15 
in a 2-0 eight-inning triumph over 
the same Chelmsford Lupien team 
that put Andover in the loser’s 
bracket 4-2 back in the July 6 opener. 

Last Sunday Hakesley and Haver 
hill struck early and then put ona 
survival clinic en route to a crown 
clinching 4-2 triumph at Poulin Field 
in Tewksbury. 

Haverhill pushed across its four 
runs in the bottom of the first, two of 
them unearned, and then let staff ace 
Hakesley (3-0) do the rest. 

The big flamethrower, whose pre 
vious two tourney starts were 
impressive shutout wins over And 
over National (5-0) and Lowell 
Callery (2-0 in seven innings), limit 
ed Andover American to four singles 
and fanned 10. 

He got stronger as the game pro 
gressed, allowing just one hit and 
two baserunners in the final three 
innings while whiffing five of the 
last six batters. 

But Manager Jim Sandison’s 
Americans did themselves proud, 
closing with a 7-2 ledger and setting 
a District 14 record for victories that 
will be hard to match or surpass.

to balance 


bill ambulance service

Selectmen voted recently to 
bill residents the portion of an 
ambulance fee not covered by 
Medicaid or other insurance, to 
avoid having a problem with the 
federal government. 

Fire Chief Harold Hayes 
brought up the matter of a poten 
tial problem with the ambulance 
billing in June. The warning was 
relayed from the Office of Inspec- 
tor General of the Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

The town, through its billing 
agency, Comstar, bills the full 
amount of ambulance service, 
but does not chase residents if 
there is a balance due. While 
most insurance companies pay 
the full amount, Medicare 
requires a 20 percent co-payment 
from patients, which the town 
currently absorbs. 

But the federal government 
has begun a crackdown on, that 
policy, and last year began inves- 
tigating a number of towns in 
the state which don’t “balance 
bill” for services. 

After a review of the current 
billing procedure, and of the LOV- 
ernment’s investigation, Thomas 
Urbelis, town counsel, warned 
the board at its June meeting 
that the routine waiver of the 
balance is a violation of the law, 
and that the town had better

start balance billing as soon as 
possible, The federal govern 
ment could demand repayment 
of the 20 percent balance and, in 
a worst case scenario, could go 
for repayment of the entire 
amount of all Medicare pay- 
ments because they will have 
been fraudulently billed, accord: 
ing to Mr. Urbelis. 

Selectmen were resistant to 
the idea of billing residents for 
ambulance service, especially 
James Barenboim and Bill 
Downs, who thought the service 
should be covered by taxes, 
Costs of service 

An ambulance run costs $170- 
$180, according to Chief Hayes. 
Ambulance service produced 
$152,497 in revenue for the town 
last year, about 32 percent of 
which, or $48,738, was Medicare 
payments. The balance was from 
other insurance collections, 

Medicare pays 80 percent of 
the approved amount, leaving an 
average balance of $29.24, accord 
ing to the chief. 

“For 1991, this would amount 
to $12,660.92 additional revenue 
if 100 percent of that was collect- 
ed,” Chief Hayes said. 

Health Maintenance Organi- 
zation insurance carriers, and 
Blue Cross Master Medical Plus, 
pay 100 percent of ambulance 
bills.
